Bob W agner 
was 
left on the 
floor of the Senate with nothing 
but worthless p ap er in his hands. 
Even some members of his own

m essages to him from Left Labor 
leaders. 
Ironically enough, the m aneuver 
of Richberg and Johnson did them 
nogood. Johnson’s inability toguard 
his tongue, his p ractice of jam m ing 
through 
labor 
agreem ents which 
although 
tem p orarily 
averting 
strik es, left 
w ork ers 
disgruntled, 
gradually destroyed his usefulness. 
In the end, the President dis­ 
carded him as No. 1 Labor Agent 
and turned to Miss Perk ins.

S»ya Department of Justice Chief; Terms 
Dillinger 


Rat, Powerless Without Gun. 


WASHINGTON, July 23.—John 


Dillinger lay in a Chicago morgue 
today. 


But the government's drive to 
get him, the greatest 
"dead or 


alive" manhunt ever staged by the 
department of justice in modem 
times, continues on until the three 
other desperadoes in his gang' are 
captured. 


Although elated over the suc- 
cess of his age jits—20 of them, 
aided by live East Chicago police- 
men, in "putting the finger" oa 
the nation's arch-killer as he left 
a Chicago motion picture theatre 
last night, J. Edgar Hoover, chief 
of the department's bureau of in- 
vestigation, who sat here at his 
telephone and put 
Dillinger "on 
the spot," 
declared the 
depart- 


ment's manhunt will not end until 
the DiJlinger gang is silenced. 


"DANGEROUS RAT" 


"He didn't say a word before he 
died," Hoover said. "We didn't 
give him a chanctj. He was the 
most dangerous rat (.his country 
has ever known." 


Hoover went lo bed at 2 a. m. 
today apparently 
well 
satisfied 
with his work on a day he is gen- 
erally free from office cares—Sun- 
day. All day and night he sat at 
his desk giving orders to his oper- 
atives in Chicago. 


In fact he tore a page 
from 
gangland's procedure and played 
the role of the "big shot" killer 
who directs his henchmen to kill 
a foe and tells them how to do it. 


Hoover says Dillinger was "no 
hero or a Robin Hood." 


"He always carried a gun," he 


remarked, "without guns he would 
have been helpless. He was worse 
—infinitely worse—than he has 
been described. He was a cold- 
blooded rat who had no regard for 


human lite." 


A month ago today Attorney 


General Cummins, under terms of 
the bill enacted by the last Con- 
gress authorizing the government 
to pay rewards up to $25,000 for 
the capture, or information lead- 
ing to the capture, of desperadoes 
who defy the federal laws, offered 
$10,000 for Dillinger's capture, 
and $5,000 for Information leading 
tc his arrest. 


$10,000 UNPAID 


The $10,000 will never be paid 


because 
government operatives 


can not share a government re- 
ward. 


"The search for Dillinger has 


never been relaxed for a moment," 
he said. "He escaped capture on 
several occasions by the narrow- 
est margins." 


He described the news "as ex- 
ceedingly gratifying as 
well 
as 
reasuring." 


Today the government's man- 


hunt is centered chiefly upon Les- 
ter M. Gillis, alias "Baby Face" 
Nelson, a Dillinger mob killer and 
slayer of Federal Agent Carter 
Baum when he and other agents 
surrounded 
Dillinger 
and 
his 
gangsters at Spider Lake, Wis., 
last April. 


"Baby Face" Nelson was the 


"No. 2 Public Enemy" on the re- 
ward list Cummins issued June 23. 
He offered $5,000 for his capture 
and $2,500 for information lead- 
ing to his arrest. 


The other two members of the 


Dillinger 
mob are 
Homer Van 
Meter and John Hamilton. 


In making public the details of 


Dillinger's 
slaying 
Hoover re- 


vealed some of the tactics the 
master criminal followed on some 
of his raids on banks and police 
stations, preying on the latter for 
his firearms.

about to be stuck up and he had 
called the nearest station. 
When 
the detectives came on the run, 
Purvis intercepted them and told 
them what was up. They called 
headquarters 
and more police 


came, but with instructions to 
stand by and take orders

Purvis. 


Dillinger was rushed to Alextan

One was shot in the "left side, 
probably by one of the bullets that 
passed through Dillinger, and the 
other in the ankle by a bullet that 
ricochetted off the alley paving. 
Purvis says only four 
bullets 


were fired. 
Yet 
Dillinger was 


struck with three and two women 
were wounded by shots. 


It is likely that Purvis, himself, 


may have aeen Dillinger enter the 


It is certain that Pur- J 
vis twice came into th& darkened 
auditorium while Dillinger

and other officers gave Dillinger 
the works.

The federals have-long- 
been out to shoot down Dillinger 
at the first chance, and quite pro- 
perly so. He had murdered their 
comrade and other officers of the 
law.

Your own doc- 
tor is the one to advise you. 


Many fall to realize the significance 


of moles. They pick at them, keeping 
the area Irritated.
